The first monthly report of the city 
schools has been delayed in the hope* 
of completing the full 
schedule 
of 
teachers before publishing the same. 
After a great deal of difficulty, even 
greater than that of last year, the 
high school list is 
now 
practically 
complete and the high school is pre­ 
pared to care for its large enrollment 
without any serious handicap as to 
the teaching force. 
The enrollment for the first month 
in the city schools is greater by 3 2 
than it was at the close of 
the 
first 
month of last year and 
the 
enroll­ 
ment in the high school department 
show s about a proportional increase. 
It is somew hat of a disappointment 
not to be able to maintain a normal 
training department 
In 
our 
high 
school this year, which is ow in g to 
the fact that no graduates 
of 
tho 
class of 1920 saw fit to enroll for th** 
normal training work and the m ini­ 
mu m number required by the state 
for a training dept. wa** not secured. 
This apparent misfortune, however, 
is not altogether a real misfortune, as 
the normal training room 
will 
he 
used even more than it was last year 
by classes 
from 
the 
high 
school 
proper and from the mixed grade, and 
the girls who might otherwise have 
been in the training dept, are either 
teaching, attending high schol. or e n ­ 
rolled at the state normal schools.
